A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

On April 5 th I spoke to Mr. Comtois regarding 112 1st paragraph problems with claims 1, 6, and 12. Specifically, the 
specification discloses that a receiving node forwards a received vote token to all of the receiving node's FQNs, with 
the exception of the node from which the token was received [p. 4 lines 8-10]. However, the specification does not 
support sending the vote token to all neighbor nodes. Also, the specification discloses that a receiving node sends a 
new vote token to all of its FQNs, with the exception of the node from which the swallowed token was received [p. 4 
lines 12-14]. However, the specification does not support sending the new vote token to all neighbor nodes. 

I also brought up the issue of minor objections to claims 3, 5, and 9. 

I told Mr. Comtois that I wanted to write an Examiner's Amendment to the claims to fix the problems stated above. I 
indicated that the entire case would be in condition for allowance if my suggested changes are OK with him. Mr. 
Comtois asked me to send him an email stating the problems specifically and indicated that he would get back to me. I 
sent the email with the specific problems that I had as well as proposed amendments to the claims to fix said problems. 

On April 8 th I received a telephone call from Patrick Muldoon in response to my email. Mr. Muldoon recommended 
the phrase "with the exeption of the sending node" rather than my suggestion of "with the exception of the node from 
which the token was received" because Mr. Muldoon's suggested limitation was more compatible with the language of 
the claim. I agreed. I asked Mr. Muldoon if he had any problems with the other suggested changed that I had brought 
up in my email. He indicated that he did not. 
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
